The question then presents itself: How to bring about that increase in 
trafic? In this column we have urged the adoption of a vigorous and well 
directed immigration policy with a view to bringing about the settlement 
without further delay of the enormous area of untilled lands in the West, 
and the prosecution of such a policy without intermission until the desired 
result has been achieved. $ x

| At least $20,000,000 will be spent on 
| highways and market roads in West- 
jefn Canada during the next five years

; miles of roads at an estimated cost of 
| $6,602,250... The Dominion Govern- 
ment Act providing for subsidies will 
result in reimbursing the province to 
the extent of $1,402,265. SaSkatche- 
wan. has outlined construction cover- 
ing 2,500 miles which is expected to

Status Of Profession| wet Canma, inaugurated by the 


Among the host.of people congider- 
ing immigration to Canada and con- 
templating settlement the Do- 
minion’s fertile lands to. follow the 
pursuit of farming, two distinct 
classes, with dianietrically opposing 
-Views, loom up noticeably. The one 
comprises a great number of men who 
regard farming’ as an occupation 
which can-be followed casually with- 
out regard to’ study or training, the 
only profession which requires no pre- 
liminary learning, ihe last resource for 
the: failures. of other trades and busi- 
nésses. The other is that group of 
sceptics who, going to the other ex- 
treme, believe that, having spent all 
their lives in cities and urban centres, 
it is impossibte to enter with any hope 
of success or profit upon a farming 
career in the conviction that a life 
training, beginning with the earliest 
years, is imperative, and a constitu- 
tion inured to ‘physical hardships 
necessary for what.they consider the 
highly . laborious. operations of the 
farm. Both views, so widely diver- 
gent, are radically erroncous. 

Agriculture in Canada has the stat- 
us of a profession which both its high 
standard of operation and the prime 
place it oceupies in national life justi- 
fy. The days when land was casually 
filed on and farmed without any intel- 
ligent understanding of _agvicultural 
processes are going with the dwin- 


upon 


dling availability of the land, and | 


rapidly passing is the epoch of the des- 
truction soil values, and thé abandon- 
ment of farms which have been rend- 
ered; unproductive. Clearer and 
clearer has’ become the realization 
that farming is a specialized profes- 
sion. requiring special training, and in 
the place of this spoilation there is an 
intelligent system of crop rotation, 
preservation of the virtue of the land, 
a discovery of the nobility, of the far- 
mer’s calling and a determination to 
Secure and-achieve the best possible 
in everything. 

Agricultural colleges, experimental 
farms, government literature, railway 
propaganda, all; in an appreciation. of 
the national benefits which accrue, 
contribute to the education of the far 
mer who, if he starts out in ignorance, 
speedily discovers the futility and 
profitlessness of coptinuing in this 
state. It is only of Comparatively re- 

_ cent years that farming in Canada has 

become the comprehensive «and ex- 
haustive study it is and its tehets 
been so widely absorbed, and older 
farmers who have followed haphazard 
method or systems - scientifically un- 
sound are gradually forced from 
necessity into an intelligent study and 
application of. their profession. 

A census of Canadian farmers 
would probably show that fully’ one- 
half ‘are pot farmers’ sons and were 

‘not brought up to the life of the farm. 
Yet none would criticize Canada's 

_farmers-on the’ score of poor farming 

- methods in general, the excellency of 
their crops with international honors 
and the universal demand for their 
livestock products refuting this effec- 
tually. Significant fs it too.that prac-. 
tically all the farmers who have ac 
hieved the most signal honors at-inter- 
national farming competitions have 
not been lifelong farmers but city 
men who, taking to the land after 
reaching maturity without the remot- 
est previous knowledge of agricultur- 
al activities, have through intelligent 
study and’ close application of the 
best farming methods surpassed the 
efforts of those agriculturalists who 
‘have continued doing things on the 
farm in the way their fathers used to 
do them. — 

One might mention the Saskatche- 
wan “Wheat Wizard,” Seager Wheel- 
er, who has carried off the world’s 
wheat championship no fewer than six 
times, The son of fisher folk in the 
south of England he spent his early 
years-as a bookstall clerk and _ his 
farming knowledge was nil when he 
took a western homestead? The Hill 
family of Lloydminster, Alberta, which 
has carried off the world’s oats’ cham- 
pionship so often were also inexperi- 
enced city folk of England when they 
settled in’ the west. Samuel  Lar- 
combe, of Manitoba, who won the 
wheat championship two years ago, 
was also an English city boy, J. C. 
Lucas, of Cayley, Alberta, who aitain- 
ed the international oat ehampionship 
at Chicago last year, started life in

|Insects Increase 
- As Birds Decrease 


Reason Given For Great Number of 
Harmful Pests. 


That the decrease in the ‘numbers 
of the Canadian wild fow] is respon- 
sible for the ever-increasing ‘insect 
pest, is suggested by N. 
provincial game guardian, Writing in 
the anriual report of the chief game 
guardian for the fiscal year 1920-21, 

“The first fact I wish to refer to 
is the unquestioned serious increases 
in insect pests, For many years we 
knew nothing of insect pests—other 
than mosquitoes, trying enough to the 
temper, but taking no toll of the pro- 
ducts of labor-—but latterly harmful 
insects seem to have been increasing 
and old-time farmers are asking ‘What 
next?’ as pest after pest makes its ap- 
pearance. The fact is, however; that 
these insects always existed but in 
numbers so small and causing so lit- 
tle damage as not to attract attention. 

“The other fact I wish to establish 
is the undoubtedly very considerable 
decrease in the numbers of our wild 
birds, It should be, borne in mina 
that the majority ‘of our wild birds are 
migratory so that the birds that are 
burs one part of the year are the biras 
of the south at another season. They 
know nothing of international boun- 
darics and tariffs, rates of exchange 
or inereases in transportation rates 
have no terrors for them. ~ It follows 
that if migratory. birds are less numer- 
ous in the United States than former- 
ly, they are less numerous” here in 
Canada.” : .

}thé Canada Year Book as 404,941, or 
5.62 per cent, of thé entire population, 
It is interesting to know. that at the 
time this census was taken the nim- 
ber of foreign-born Europeans in Can- 
ada exceeded the number of American 
born tn this eountry by 101,261, or 1.41 
per cent. of the entire population of 
Canada, Since these figures were 
| compiled, Eurepean Ammigration; 
owing to the war, has dwindled to prac- 
tically nothing and asa result jhe num- 
ber of Americans who emigrated to 
this country since then have so swell- 
ed the ranks of their compatriots al- 
jready here, that the present census 
| will undonbtedly show a much larger 
number of American than. European 
foreign-born in Canada. 


At the last Dominion census, 393,320 
persons gave their nationality.as Ger- 
}mans; . 129,1038,. “Austro-Hungarians; 
107,535, Scandinavians; 75,861 Jewish; 
154,986 Dutch; Italian, 45,411; Austrian, 

12,535; Russian, 43,142; Polish, 33,365; 
Galician, 35,158; Ruthenian, 29,845; 
while smaller numbers came from the 
countries bordering on the Mediterran- 
ean Sea. ‘ 


Taking fhem in order of importance 
we find that the Germans, as a rule, 
gravitate towards Northern Ontario 
and the Western Provinces. They 
keep to themselves, very much ‘end 
have established many fine and well- 
to-do communities, .In Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba many prosperous farm- 
‘ing centres Ifave been established by 
Germans. Around the towns-of Mor- 


den, Winkler, Gleneross in Manitoba, © 


and Kaiser.and Vonda in Sagkateche- 
wan, large. colonies of German .farm- 
ers have been founded.’ Austrians 
and Hungarians, whose mode-of living 
and language -are very similar, fre- 
jquently settle near German communi- 
ties. A larga number of both .Aus- 
trians and Germans work in thé coal 
mines of Southern Alberta and the 
gold and silver mines of British Col- 
umbia, 

The Scandinavians, who are prob- 
ably the best foreign immigrant we 
get from Europe, have founded many 
thriving community centres through- 


out the Prairié Provinces, more parti- . 


cularly in Central Alberta. They are 
a strong, industrious and ‘clean-living 
people. They cultivate their, farms 
intensely and go in very extensively 
for mixed farming. Their s¢hools are 
the most modern and up-to-date of 
thefr kind in the province, and often 
aftéf leaving these schools. many of 
the students*attend the provincial uni- 
sity, where a diversity of courses is 
offered them, d 
“'Thé Jews are inclined more to city 
| fe than farming and very few, if any, 
‘go on the land, “although there are 
one or two colonies in the provinces 
joe Saskatchewan and Manitoba which 
have been in existence for seveyal 
years and from recent reports are 
very successful, 


The Ruthenians, Galicians, Poles, 
Doukobors, Russians and Dutch are 
great agricultural people, and it is not 
surprising to find large numbers of 
them on farms in the Western Proy- 
inces of Canada.. Like the Germans 
and Scandinavians, they form inte lit- 
tle colonies, having their own church, 
language and schools, Though not 
as progressive as the Scandinavians 
they make splendid citizens and as 
farmers cannot be excelled. At Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba, these people publish 
papers written in their native lan- 
| guage. 

The Italian, like thé Jew, tends to- 
wards city ‘life, but quite frequently 
they operate small farms outside large 
cities, on which they grow vegetables 
and other garden truck to be retailed 
jin the eity. They have a successful 
| agricultural colony at Venice, Lake La 
Biche, Northern Alberta, 

During the war many of these for- 
eign-born immigrants from Purope en- 
listed in the Canadian army, while a 
large number of them were reseryisis 
in the Allied armies, “¢ Those at home 
bought Victory Bonds, and subscribed 
to the Red Cross as well as to various 
other war funds. They also planted 
an increased acreage in grain crops in 
order to relieve the food sliuation and 
in many Other ways displayed their 
good citizenship. Many of the pre- 
war immigrants, such as Germans, 
Austrians, Hungarians and Turks, are 
now barred from Canada and it will be 
some years before the ban fs lifted,

: Citizens, too, when approached by the ratepayers, should! be 
willing to assume some responsibility in running the affairs of the 
town. Some one has todoit. Then why not pass the responsibil- 
ity around. If there are those who think Councils and School 
Boards in the past have made mistakes, or who have any ideas | 
which. they think would improve conditions, now is their time to 
get into the municipal arena, provided they are requested to do so 
by the ratepayers. vig 


PROVINCIAL BYE-ELECTIONS 

Writs are now issued for the Provincial bye-elections which 
are to take place on December 9th. | These bye-elections are made 
necessary under our present system, which requires that when 
members of the Legislature assume cabinet positions after an elec- 
tion they must appeal to their constitunts for endorcation, 

There may have been good grounds for such a law when.it was 
made, but at the present time it looks as though it has outgrown 
its usefulness. In its palmiest days it was little more than a mat- 
ter of form, and since it is becoming more so every year why not do 
away with it altogether. 

_ So far as this system applies to this province at the present 
time it means that all the present cabinet ministers’ must go 
through the formality of a bye-election. In the case of the premier 
and the attorney-general their election is necessary as they do not 
represent any constituency. But as for the other ministers are 
concerned, they were all elected by good substantial majorities | 
and, no doubt, would be again if an election were forced upon them. 
This being the case the only reasonable thing to expect is that all 
those who are compelled to appeal to their constituents for endor- 
sation, will be declared elected by acclamation. 

In the provincial constituency of Medicine Hat, the Hon. Per- 
rin H. Baker, Minister of Education, will be one of those who will 
have to appear before the electors again. So far there is no indica- 
tion of his having any opposition, and it is more than likely that he 
will be one that will be returned by acclamation.

Montreal Aiming 
For Million Citizens 


Population Increased 400 Per Cent. In 
Twenty Years. 


Montreal, the first city of the Cana- 
dian Dominion, is making a strong bid 
for a million population, and at the 
present rate of progress is due to ar- 
rive there in a couple of years, having 
made the first. three-quarters of that 
figure in good tine. The latest direc- 
tory population of Greater Montreal is 
839,704, an addition of 38,488 in a 
single year. In 1914, when the war 
broke out, the city had a population 
of only 625,000. In 1891 it had less 
than a quarter of a million people. 
In fact, its rate of increase during the 
past twenty years has been no less 
than four hundre per cent. The 
Canadian metropolis is now the fifth 
city of the American continent, being 
surpassed in numbers only by New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Detroit. 


Foreign Market 
For B. C. Lumber 


Activity of Exporters is Creating Ex- 
tensive Trade. 

Special \attention is being paid by 
British Columbia*lumber exporters to 
the markets of Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, China, British In- 
dia and Egypt. Already several large 
orders have been secured from these 
countries, notably Egypt, which has 
made very extensive purchases of rail- 
way ties. Not a month goes by but 
that three or four British Colufbia ex- 
port lumber men leave for foreign 
markets on selling and- investigation 
tours, and already this aétivity is pro- 
ducing results. Box manufacturers 
are also feeling the benefit of foreign 
markets, India having placed ‘good 
orders, and Singapore now entering 
the list with an order for 1,000,000 
boxes. 


Nature’s Police Force.

“The Story Book of the Field,” gives 
a little insight into the many bene- 
ficient uses of the commoner field ani- 
mals:—,’The bats deliver us from a 
host of enemies, and they are outlaw- 
ed.

Some folks make hard work out of 
the average housecleaning task by do- 
ing it in an unthinking-way.~ Or, they 
lack the right tool or implement which 
a trip through any of the household 
departments or specialty shops. would 
rest in an immediate purchase, Only 


the other day I saw a woman labori 
ously running a cloth in and<out of 
|the parts of a large radiator in an at 
tempt to remove much accumulated 
dust. She was astonished te learn 


that a radiator brush is obtainable at 
any of the shops, by tle aid of which 
one can clean even a very dusty radia- 
tor in two or three minutes, 

Many a bride who started out with 
good-looking furniture a few years 
back looks with dismay upon its shab- 
biness now. From several discour 
aged women letters have come asking 
how to “tone-up” run down furniture 
at house-cleaning tfme. A piece of 
silk or chamois is ideal for use in 
either dusting or rubbing up furniture. 
The U.S. Bureau of Standards recom- 
mends a furniture polish made by mix- 
ing one part raw linseed oil with two 


Pharts turpentine and adding a little 


melted beeswax if desired. 

- Sometimes there are finger or other 
marks upon furniture, especialy din- 
ing tables, which may be removed by 
a cloth wrung out of lukewarm suds 


made with neutral soap Although, 
as a rule, it is better not tovuse poap- 
suds or even water on any varnished 
or @led or waxed surfaces. 

L@ather furniture coverings last 
longer and look better if rubbed 
occasionally with castor oil or a 
commercial leather polish. The 
oil helps restore the original oil that 
gradually dries out. . The castor oil 
should be used sparingly and well 
rubbed in, Care must be used to re- 
move all. excess, otherwise this film 
of oll will collect#ina hold dirt which 
will darken the leather and soil what- 
ever touches it. e 

For upholstery/ either a vacuum or 
a brush is the most effectivee A soft 
brush is best for velvet and velour, a 
stiffer one for tapestry and other 
strong materials and a pointed one for 
tufted upholstered. 

If possible, take upholstered furni- 
ture out of doors and Yh it with a 
flat carpet beater. If this is not pos- 
sible, cover the piece of furniture to 
be cleaned with a sheet wrung out of 
cold water. Then beat the furniture 
with the carpet beater. The sheet 
will pick up'the dust. 

For cleaning floor coverings, per- 

haps nothing has been found to sur- 
pass the vacuum ‘cleaner. There are 
power ones and ones which work by 
hand. The shops with their conveni- 
ent installment plan have put this lat- 
est sanitary cleanser within the means 
f even those of slim purse. 
Lacking this, the next best imple- 
ment is the patent carpet sweeper. 
If the old style broom is used, bits of 
rumpled, dampened newspaper, or tea 
leaves, or one of the commercial 
sweeping powders should be scatter- 
ed over the floor to prevent the dust 
from flying. Dampening the .broom 
helps, also. Great care must be tak- 
en not to have the newspaper or tea 
leaves too wet, especially in cleaning 
carpets of delicate color. 

Wiping the carpet or rug with a 


dampened cloth after sweeping 
also helps to brighten It. 
Clean matting with a _ cloth 


wrung out of soapy water after the 
matting has been swept as clean as 
possible, All grass rugs should be 
taken up occasionally to remove the 
dirt that sifts through in spite of care- 
ful cleaning. 

Clean linoleum with warm water. to 
which a little kerosene has been add- 


the water with which the floor lino- 
leum is finally rinsed seems to help it 
to last longer. Strong cleansing pow- 
ders and soaps should not be used on 
linoleums, They cause both fading 
and peeling.

The “Wadystone rocks are in the 
English Channel, nine miles south of 
the Cornish. coast, and fourteen miles 
southwest of the Plymouth break- 
ater, They ate submerged when 
thestide fs in, and the. water round 
them vanes from 12 to 150 fathoms. 
In consequence of the frequent ship- 
wrecks, Mr. WinManley, in 1696, plan- 
ned and build a lighthouse of wood 
100 feet high. So confident was he 
of its safety, that he lived in it him- 
self, and expressed a wish to be in it 
when the wildest storm that ever blew 
should come. 

In 1703:a great storm raged. Be- 
fore its full force broke, a passing 
boatman warned Winstanley of his 
danger, and offered to take him off. 
He refused, but when, after threes 
awful days, the storm subsided it was 
found that the lighthouse and inven- 
tor had been swept away.
